Judge Gillette of the Circuit Court of Lake 
County, Ind., yesterday rendered his decision in 
favor of the Indiana race-tracks in the injunc- 
tion case brought against them by Attorney 
General Ketcham of Indiana. Judge Gillette’s 
ruling was broad and clear. After interpreting 
his understanding of the Sellers law and de- 
claring that the business of racing was a lawful 
one, he held that the Indiana tracks were being 
operated strictly within the law and denied the 
injunction. 

The state filed notice of appeal from the 

decision.

Bill McGuigan has sold Chappie, his Order-
